TRAINING A COLT. 

Bail horses are more frequently 
made than born. It is very much in 
the bringing up — in the way ft colt is 
cared for, and the manner in which it 
is broken. Firmness, with kindness, 
goes very Ear in making a valuable 
horse. The colt should early learn 
that it is never to be deceived ; that it 
is to bo encouraged when obedient, 
and punished by the withholding of 
caresses when disobedient. The .same 
natural qualities that make a I10r.se 
vicious, will, with proper treatment, 
make one of those intelligent and 
spirited horses that ali desire to possess. 
The true trainer of colis is gentle, lov- 
ing, (inn and thoughtful, and the 
young animals of Ids charge partake of 
the same qualities. 

CONTROLLING THK IIOIISK. 

Tho reins may guide the horse, the 
bit. may inspire him by its careful man- 
ipulation, and the whip may urge Lim 
forward to greater ambition ; but the 
human voice is more potent than all 
these agencies. Its nssuring tones 
will more quickly dispel his fright; its 
severe ri?| iroaches will more effectually 
check his insubordination, its sharp, 
clear, electric commands will more 
thoroughly arouse his ambition, and 
its gentle, kindly praises will more 
completely encourage the intelligent 
road horse, than tho united force of the 
bit and reins and lash. No animal in 
domestic use more readily responds to 
the power of kindness than the road 
horse] 

horse's tail oveii rein. 
I can tell your correspondent, W.JI. 
B., of an improvement in his method 
of treating 11 horse which catches the 
line under his tail. Let him tie the 
cord to a portion of hair of the tail, 
and fasten it to the harness below, 
rather than to any part of the carriage. 
A suitable portion of hair on the under 
side of tho tail is taken and tied into a 
looj) so that a cord will hold fast. The 
cord being tied near its middle, and 
tho reins tied together so that it will 
not be fast to the breeching, but will 
leave a good deal of uso of the tail. 
If the string is of tin; proper length — 
wdiich a trial will show — the arrange- 
ment will completely prevent gthat 
very annoying trick and it, is out nf 
sight, and is not a serious inconveni- 
ence to the horse. — Cor. County;, Gen- 
tleman* 

FATTENING STEERS, 

We frequently read of steers weigh 
ing any place from .">,r>00 pounds up to 
"nearlv or quite" 1.900 pounds. But 
tho liberal prizes od'ored for heaviest 
steers, and the excellent opportunity af- 
forded for disposing of thorn, do not 
bring such animals to the fat stock 
shows. If we remember right there 
have been three different animals 
shown which weighed over .'!,000 
pounds, with 3,130 as the heaviest 
weight. It is safe to conclude that 
most of the published statements about 
monster steers are incorrect. Fre- 
quently they are based on estimates 
rather than tests on the scales. 

Does it pay to fatten steers for mar 
ket at less than two years old ? 
Yearling steers weighing 1,(100 
pounds, or more, have been shown. A 
good number of the yearlings have been 
well ripened. Some had evidently 
reached their best condition; a few had 
passed this point. But the question 
can not be regarded as conclusively 
settled that it is as profitable to mar- 
ket at under two years old as it is a 
vear later. Possibly in the average 
simple modes of keeping steers in the 
west, three-year-old steers may give as 
good returns as those of a younger age" 
S\'e have certainly reached a time 
when it is rarely profitable to keep a 
steer until he is tour years old.— Breed- 
er's Gazette. 

a "common farmer's" experience. 

Cattle feeding, as practiced on large, 
fancy stock farms, with stock scales, 
oil-cake, different kinds ofground grain, 
large quantities of roots and perhaps 
ensilage, and withal a thorough system 
of doing everything, is a fine art, of 
which poor, ordinary, slow-going farm- j 
ers know nothing. It is to this class 
that I unfortunately belong. I have 
no thermometer in my cow stable, and 
yet] try to keep my stock comfortabk- 
and I think that I succeed. I have 
no stock scales on my threshing floor 
to weigh my young animals from time 
to time, and it is possible that, in this 
respect I may be the loser when f come 
to seil an occasional animal to an itin- 
erant drover, for such a bargain and 
sale is not much more than a game, of 
wits,aud the drover has had the most 
practice in guessing weights; hence he 
may sometimes get away with several 
ewt. of beef more than 1 thought 1 
was soiling. But, as f have intimated, 
\ am not a farmer and stock scale cost a 



good deal for first cost. There are lots 
of fancy fixings. to lie employed in the 
care 6f stock, about which I do not 
know much or unything, and yet I try 
hard to take good care of my stock and 
make as much as possible from them. 
1 do not keep a tabulated record of 
milk produced by each animal during 
the season, nor have 1 a framed pedi 
gree hanging up in the stall of each 
animal, and yet I have a herd of regis 
tered Jerseys, and I know approximate- 
ly the value of each individual in the 
dairy. It is to such farmers as these 
that a few hints on winter care of 
stock which may prove both timely and 
valuable. One of the most important 
things to stock during the winter- is 
salt. In .summer, stock manifests thri. 
craving for salt by chewing bone, old 
scraps of leather, etc., and in this way 
experience a little relief. I used to be 
told that when stock chewed bones it 
was because their system required 
bones, and the only way was to feed 
ground bone. With years' experience, 
I wish to say that is most arrant non- 
sense. When stock take to chewing 
old pieces of leather and bones, there 
is no lack in their systems which good 
rock salt can not supply. In winter, 
stock can not usually find those scraps | 
of leather, etc., anil have to depend 
upon the know ledge of the herdsman. 
I have a trough in the yard which is 
supplied with salt both .summer and 
in addition to this I give each, animal | 
in the stable a small handful. Care 
should be exercised in giving salt to 
cattle; too much is very apt to induce 
souring, which always produces an ill 
effect upon stock. This is the reason 
reason why stock fed upon Lay, which 
was salted for the purpose of saving it, 
too often do not do as well as was ex- 
pected, Stock requires salt regularly; 
both Rummer and winter, and will not 
do well if deprived of it; but they 
should not be forced lo take too much 
at any one time. It is an actual ne- 
cessity to stock, and with it, they will 
need but little other physic. — /•'. .V.

SO-CAl.I.KI) Till' M PS IN SWINE. 

Thumps is a name wdiich wo have 
seen applied to a variety of diseases in 
swine. Thus, we have found, on open- 
ing pigs that were said to have died 
from "the thumps," that they died from 
pnemonia; in other cases we have 
found the term applied to quinsy, con- 
gestion of the lungs, and, in fact, to al- 
most any form of disease in which the 
act of breathing is much accelerated. 
To use this term in tho supposition that 
the ailment is similar to what is called 
thumps in the horse is wrong. In 
swine, the disease or disease to wdiich 
the term is applied generally [troves 
fatal, whereas this is not the case in 
the horse. We are frequently asked 
to explain the cause of thumps in 
swine, and to prescribe remedies for 
the same; but, when neither the cause 
nor the disease in all cases are fie 
same, it ir impossible to give a proper 
reply. — Breeder'ti Gazette, Ckicayo.

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FIRST SESSION. 

Fkiuav, April 10. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 10:30a. m. 
Prayers by the Rev. Mr. Gamble. 
evidence. 

Mr. Orr presented the evidence taken 
before the select committee in the matter 
of the DeCosmos' claim. 

Mr. Orr said Mr. DeCosmos' evidence 
alone occupied 150 or -10 pages.

Smithe replied that the gov- 
ernment could not say at present whether 
any steps would he taken.

This bill was read a second time and 
committed . 

The hill was reported without amend - 
ments.

To this bill Hon. .Mr. Smithe moved 
an amendment, that the price of coal 
lands shall be §5 east and §10 west of 
the Cascade rangoof mountains. Carried. 
Bill to be read a third time on Monday. 

KOOTENAY BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe saitl the adjourn- 
ment of debate was had yesterday to en- 
able an amendment to be prepared for 
the bill to compel the company to build a 
railway through Eagle Pass in the event 
of the 0. P. R. railway not coming through 
Kicking Horse Pass. The lion, member 
for Victoria district (Mr. McTavish) was 
now in a position to move tin amend- 
ment which would meet all objections. 

Mr. McTavish then moved the 
following amendment : 

''If the route of the Canadian Pacific 
railway in British Columbia shall be defi- 
nitely adopted by way of some puss other 
than Eagle Pass, then the company shall 
at the session of the legislature next fol- 
lowing the time when such other pass 
Hhall have" been so adopted, submit to 
such legislature a proposal for the con- 
struction of a railroad from Shuswap lake 
to the Columbia river by the way of the 
Eagle Pass, so as to require the company 
to construct, equip and maintain such 
railroad upon the basis of a land grant to 
the company not exceeding 17,000 acres 
for each mile ,,f railway lie so con- 
structed." 

ilr. Ponley said the promoters would 
accept the amendment . 

Mr. Orr objected to the land grant, It 
would amount lo a grant of 758,000 acres 
more of land selected in any part of the 
province. He would rather see a money 
subsidy than a land subsidy. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe was sorry thai an 
objection had been raised to the amend- 
ment, which would ensure the trade of 
Kootenay being brought out this way. 
Unless we had a railway through Eagle 
Pass the province cou hi never enjoy the 
Kootenay trade, No company would 
build the railway without a subsidy, and 
the country was not in a position to 
give a money subsidy. The amount of 
land proposed was thought to bo reason- 
able. It was one-third lesi than the C. 
P. It. syndicate received for building a 
road over a love! prairie, and they had 
hundreds of miles of completed railway 
given to Ihem in addition. The road 
through Eagle Pass would be very heavy 
work, and if the advantage we should de- 
rive from the construction were consider- 
ed, he thought the subsidy reasonable. 

Mr. Orr explained that he aid not say 
17,000 acres per milo were loo much; but 
he objected to l he principle of .a land 
su bsidy. 

Mr. Holgcsen did not believe the Root- 
onay trade would he diverted to British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Armstrong said if the government 
were satisfied that they had sufficient se- 
curity for the passage of this bill the 
house ought to be. 

Mr. Martin said the amendment was in 
the right direction. But ho thought the 
company should have a limited time for 
building the railway. He himself, and 
he was sure no other member in the 
house, was endeavoring lo kill this bill. 
All be asked for or considered necessary 
was to insert such safeguards that the ad- 
vantages promised to the province by the 
promoters should accrue to the province 
He ditl not care about Eagle Pass or any 
other pass so long as the trade arising 
from the development of the Kootenay 
mines should Mow through British Colum- 
bia. Ho was sorry his colleague, the 
senior member for Vale, had forgotten 
the amendment lie drew out, as it was 
nearly to the same effect as thai of the 
hon. member for Victoria district. The 
amendment was, from and after comple- 
tion of the line of railway aforesaid the 
company shall form no connection with 
theN. P. railway for the transportation 
of ores. And now the hon. membei 
would not support an amendment almost 
identical with hia own. He (Mr. Martin) 
then proposed an amendment to the 
amendment of the member for Victoria 
district, that if the C. P. R. did not go 
by Eagle Pass all provisions of this bill 
shall be null and void, lit; proposed to 
insert, and if the company did not within 
a specified time construct a railway then 
the provisions should bu null and void. 
He would withdraw all opposition if such 
a clause were inserted. 

Mr. Pooley saitl thecompany would place 
a bill before the house to build a railway 
the first session after tho C. P. R. Co. had 
decided that the road should not come 
through Eagle Pass. 

Mr. Allen said there was reason to be- 
lieve the C. P. railway would not come 
by Kicking Horse, but before the Eagle 
Pass road was built two or three years 
would elapse, ami what was to become of 
the ore meanwhile! It would all go out 
by the Northern Pacific railway. 

Tho amendment was thon carried. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Davie the 
clause requiring the government to pay 
interest at the rate of 1 per cent, por an- 
num on money rceoived for land sold, was 
struck out . 

The report was then adopted. Third 
reading on Monday. 

House adjourned till Monday at 'J p.m.

After a few weeks of obscurity it suddenly 
flashed on the town with a bold sketch — 
tho sketch of an empty throno surmount- 
ed with a crown covered with a wrapper, 
beating tho inscription, " Where's Bri- 
tannia ,'" Seandali^d, the citizens of 
London talked of prosecuting the editor, 
when tho next week came round, and 
with it a still bolder caricature— that of a 
hill Scotchman standing in an arrogant 
poBture beside the empty throne. This 
was entitled a " Brown .Study.'' This 
was too much for the Londoners, and the 
paper soon caino to an untimely end. 

John Brown, who died quite recently, 
had long been the target of mulico and 
slander. What the Tomahawk ventured 
to say with pon and pencil, the club -gos- 
sipa had been cackling for years. Among 
the upper classes there was n sort of jeal- 
ousy that a peasant, uneducated, unman- 
nerly, should stand between them and 
the Queen, should enjoy a confidence from 
which they were excluded. Among tho 
lower classes there was a feeling that the 
man's position was a cause of scandal, that 
the revilers of monarchy might make a 
base use of it. But John Brown stood 
firm to his post, and the Queen never wa- 
vered in her devotion to him. He was 
her husband's favorite; he was commend- 
ed to her in the Prince Consort's will; he 
had been their companion in happy by- 
gone days, and tho Qusen was therofore 
determined to let tongues wag, and stated 
that so ! ti<« as she was able to drive 
abroad, Bioaii diotild ride before or be- 
hind her. 

That the relat ions of mistress and man 
should ever have been made the theme oi 
gossip was in a large degree due to the 
behavior of Brown. He was an uncom- 
promising Scot, with the stuff of a Rob 
Jt«y in him. From the heights of his 
love for the Queen ho looked down on the 
entire world. He was so jealous of her 
fa^or Hint none might approach her with- 
out his scrutiny and permission. He hud 
the foibles and frailties of those faithful 
retainers with which wo uro so familiar ih 
comedies and so unfamiliar elsewhere. 
Ho madu himself part of the family, and 
considered that, next to the Queen, ho 
was tho in ist important person at Wind- 
sor. Thero is a story, probably mythical, 
that tho Queen bade Prince Christian in- 
vito him to a shooting party, at which a 
vory distinguished company was to be 
present.' Invited he was, but tho dis- 
tinguished company did not meet him. 
Prince Christian and he shot the coverts 
together. 

Another cause of his unpopularity waa ! 
th*t he was canny beyond the wont of \ 
Highlanders. His functions made him j 
rich. The Queen built him a house ut 
Balmoral, in the neighborhood of the i 
caatlo. Ho found berths for his four 1 
brothers, and for an army of relatives in i 
the royal service. Ho lived on tho fat of j 
the land. Boing ill, and attended by Sir 
William Jcnnor, he refused the good ofli- 
ces of that celebrated physician and sent j 
for Dr. Marshall, the doctor of the house- ' 
hold, who was off on a holiday, and had j 
to travel post haste across Europe to cure | 
Mr. Brown of a cold. But, on the other j 
hand, he earned t he right to certain priv- 
ileges, lie saved the Queen's life when! 
tho horses overturned her carriage on tho I 
road from Balmoral to Glasset. Ho nev- 
er let her pass from his sight, anil every- 
body remembers the stories of his fording 
tho Highland streams with tho Queen in 
his arms, and of his preparing the way for 
her visits to Highland cottages. He was 
her Newfoundland dog, very faithful, al- 
ways roady to bark, audio bile, loo, on 
occasion. 

Hut there can be little doubt of the 
strong popular sentiment against him. 
Queens, in fiction and in fact, had never 
come out unscathed from an intimacy with 
their servants. Tho loves of Ruy Bias 
and the Queen of Spain, of the Grand 
Duchesso and hor Fritz, nay, of the royal 
Isabella and Serrano, formed good enough 
examples for those who objected to the 
presence of the stalwart Scot in the 
household of Queen Victoria. I t is piti- 
ful that the breath of scandal should thus 
have tainted a friendship which was pe- 
culiarly sentimental and idyllic; hut there I 
will be a general feeling of relief in Eng- j 
land that death has brought tho friend - | 
ship to an end. — The JPorW. [
